Polio Chairman Reports 
Significant Advances in 
Fight Against Diseese 

Significant advances have been 
made recently In the fight against 
infantile paralysis, it was disclosed 
todqy in a "report on research activi- 
ties from headquarters of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile Par 
alysls, made public by Mr. Loren 
Sexauer, Township chairman of the 
March of Dimes. 

Mr., Sexauer said the report des- 
cribed the recent discovery that 
Polio Virus, can be grown in test 
tubes containing -'non-nervous tis- 
sue as one that "might have many 
important applications." 

Growing Virus in test tubes, ac- 
cording to the report, has provided 
a way for rapidly ascertaining the 
effects of various chemicals and 
drugs in halting the growth of the 
virus, and might speed the search! 
for a "Magic Bullet" to stop polio. I 

The March of Dimes campaign 
chairman stressed the importance 
of the National Foundation "Polio 
Virus typing program". He explain- 
ed that in recent year3 . scientists 
have demonstrated! that human po- 
lio can be caused by at least three 
types of polio. viruses. t 

"Each of these three groups" It 
was reported, " produces the same 
identical symptoms, but each is im- 
munologically independent, and in- 
fection by a virus of one group will 
not lead to resistance against any 
other groups, | 

Here in Lake County in the year 
1949, 96 cases have been taken care 
of, of which the most occurred after 
August 1. In 1950 up to Nov. 30, 36 
cases have been hospitalized, and 
40 cases carried over from 1949; / !

Legion Auxiliary 

Report on Annual 

Christmas Work 



Mrs. Harold Ellis, president of the 
local unit of the Legion Auxiliary, 
reported this week on Christmas 
activities or the state Legion Auxili- 
ary. She said that one of the most 
important funcions of the Auxiliary 
is the work In veterans' hospitals 
at Christmas time to help hold 
homesickness in the patients to a 
low level. 

Mrs. W. K. HiUs, rehabilitation 
chairman for the unit, reports that 
the Christmas gift shops, which set 
up units within the veterans' hos- 
pitals and distribute gifts, which the 
veterans may send to their loved 
ones is a large part of the work at 
Christmas. She explains that pa 
Hunts who are able to come to the 
shops arc allowed to select gifts at 
no cost, and that patients who are 
bed fast are serviced by bringing a 
large selection of gifts to the bed 
side and allowing these patient3 to 
make selections. Cost of this part of 
the program last year was more 
than $4,000, with 11 shops set up 
and 3500 veterans enabled to send 
Christmas gifts to their families 

The Auxiliary was also active in 
assisting the Legions' "Gifts for 
Yanks" program which insured that 
every veteran within the state re 
ceived a Christmas gift. 14,000 gifts 
were distributed to the forty-three 
hospitals in the state. 

Another part of the Christmas 
program of the Auxiliary is the 
child welfare division, and accord- 
ing to Mrs, Louise Erickson, local 
chairman, a survey was made to ob- 
tain addresses of the children of 
disabled veterans in order that 
these could be provided with gifts 
at Christmas. Cost of this program 

for the state was $5,328.

Rear Adm.. H. L. Pugh reporta 41 
can produce a physical effect 
something like being tossed 10,000 
feet in the air. 

Sudden changes In humidity can 
aggravate minor Illnesses of those 
aboard. 

The air pressure can vary so 
rapidly that It can cause men to 
bleed through their ears. 

Despite the snorkel's merits as 
a more or less constant source of 
fresh air to those submerged, it is 
possible that personnel cannot en- 
dure 60-day periods aboard. That 
was about the time limit on old- 
style- submarines. It may have to 
be shortened. 

These were among a long list of 
medical disclosures about subma- 
rine life reported by Admiral Pugh 
■t a recent meeting of the Amer- 
ican Medical association. 

Endurance May Drop 

The snorkel sticks out of the 
water a lew feet. At the open 
end, where air is sucked In, Is a 
valve which closes automatically 
when a wave engulfs It. 

Despite this safety gadget, sub- 
marine comportments can become 
flooded because of a lag in th« 
valve's operation. This happens 
when a wave hits and engulfs the 
open -end, or when an inefficient 
helmsman falls to keep the ship 
at a certain level, or when there 
is a mechanical failure in the depth 
control apparatus. 

The inrush of water floods men 
and machinery. The closing of tha 
valve shuts off the air supply. But 
the engines keep going, rapidly 
gulping air. The engines act ilk* 
vacuum pumps, decreasing atmos- 
pheric pressure. I 

This can produce thin air Ilka 
that 10,000 feet above sea level. It 
hasn't caused any ill effects on 
personnel yet, but is a potential 
menace to men who need sure and 
steady hands and heads to keep 
the complicated machinery going. 

Because the snorkel ' permits 
long periods of submerged cruis- 
ing while the old-style submarine 
had to come up for air every night 
or so, crew endurance may be 
less than formerly. , j 

New Hazards 

Another medical hazard is the 
"lung" which permits men to es-' 
cape Individually from sunken 
submersiblcs. When a man is ris- 
ing rapidly to the surface, the pres- 
sure of the water around him Is 
decreasing so rapidly that he In- 
hales all the time. This can cause 
breakage in the air sacs of the 
lungs and can lead to air "clots" 
with fatal results. 

All these are just added haz- 
ards of submarine life because of 
the changes made during and 
since World War II.. The men still 
are subject to the old-time diffi- 
culties. 

When a submarine shoves off, 
nearly everybody gets a cold. This 
quickly runs its course through the 
whole crew and then disappears, 
because no outsider can come 
aboard to bring new sets of germs.

Greatest in Modern Times 

CALCUTTA, India — Reports ; 
from northern India an the earth- 
quake said to be the strongest 
in modern times said enormous 
tracts of lowland had sunk out 
of sight and dozens of villages 
were engulfed. 

Chasms and fissures appeared 
in the earth's surface, and in 
some places houses sank to • 
depth of six feat. 

One of the strangest aspects 
of the earthquake was the be- 
havior of the great Brahmaputra 
river. During the quake, it was 
turbulent; there were several up- 
heavals in the bed of the river, 
their noise could be heard a mile 
away. 

The following day, the level 
fell by eight feet, and on the 
next day rose above normal. 
Fish, apparently suffocated by 
gases, rose to the surfaces, 
where they were speared with 
ease or caught by hand.

Air Force Feasts 
On Pre-Cooked Meals 
From Electric Ovens 

DAYTON, Ohio— The Air Force 
boys cruise along at 30,000 feet 
these days and feast on pre-cooked 
meals from novel electric ovens, 
t Housewives of the nations have nev- 
er seen anything like the high-alti- 
tude devices that heats up frozen 
or canned food for the air force. 

Chow for the big bomber crews 
may mean a frozen meal of. meat 
or seafood, potatoes, as you like 
them, and a green vegetable — all 
wrapped* In disposable aluminum 
trays. Soluable beverages and uten- 
sils come along. 

Or they can" open cans of boned 
chicken, beef and pork loaf, beef 
and corn, pork and 'applesauce, 
ground meat and spaghetti or 
chopped ham and eggs. With them 
come a fruit course, crackers and 
cookies, and candy for dessert. 

The new ovens can heat eight 
cans of rations in about 11 minutes. 
The R-3 ovens are ideal for B-29 
and B-50 bombers, even under com- 
bat conditions. 

Each oven has a capacity of eight 
cans of IF-2 rations. They get hot 
about 400 watt unts, plus side units 
of 120 watts. But their thcrr-osta *= 
keep the heat below 212 degrees 
so that the cans won't become hot 
enough to explode. , 

Larger B-l ovens can heat 48 cans 
of rations in 35; minutes on troop- 
carrying ah'crafi.c 

But the 16-man B-36 bomber 
crows 'will' have special B-4 ovens. 
They con heat six frozen meals in 
35* minutes, as well as IF-2 rations, 
'Each B-36 will boast two' of the big 
ovens, weighing 20 pounds each, 
pluc four tiny ice boxes for the 
'frozen meals. 

And coming up is a small B-S 
oven for fighter, planes. It will hold 
two or three carta of IF-2 ration* 
and come equipped with * motor- 
driven can opener. 

They will permit the busy fighter 
pilot to heat and open hi* ration* 
with one hand. 



Federal Court 
Awards Ute Tribe 
$31,700,000 Claim j 

WASHINGTON - The Federal ! 
Court of Claims has awarded the 
Ute Indian tribes of Colorado and 
Utah $31,700,000 in settlement of a 
land dispute dating back to 1891. 

Consisting of four judgements, 
one for $24,295,127, the settlement 
is said to be the largest ever made 
against the government by the 
court. 

The judgements are In payment 
for more than 6,000,000 acres of 
land taken from the Utes by the 
government between 1801 and 1038. 

The land involved consists large- 
ly of mountainous area's in west- 
ern Colorado, ranging In elevation 
from 5,000 to 13,000 feet. It has a 
high mineral , value. Besides two 
producing oil fields, it includes ex- 
tensive deposits of vanadium, ma- 
jor coal reserves, what is said to 
be the largest deposit' of shale oil 
In the United States and more than 
4,000,000 acres of grazing land. 

Actually the land has been the 
subject of a tug of war between 
the Indians and the government 
since 1888. That year the govern- 
ment by treaty set aside 15,000,000 
acres in Western Colorado for the 
Utes. 

The government later bought 
back 4,000,000 acres and eventual- 
ly took over the rest. This action 
resulted in the long and Involved 
litigation. 

Lawyers for the Utes said that , 
approximately 60 per cent of the 
award would go to Utes living in 
Utah, the remainder to Utes in Col* 1 
orado. The award was said to rep- 
resent more than $10,000 for each 
member of the confederated tribes. 
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19,014,000 American Vats 
Still Alive, VA Rspsrts 

WASHINGTON— The Veterans 
Administration reports 19,014,000 
American war veterans are still 
alive, 14,000,000 of them from 
World War II. 

The administration's figures re- 
veal the surviving veterans: 

Grand army of the republic— 
15. 

Indian wars— 580. 

Spanish-American war— 19,000. 

Total battle casualties for all 
American / wars were estimated 
at 935,300 of the 25,030,000 who 
took part in them, Including the 
revolution. There are 2,308,700 
disabled men. 

The V.A. carries 384,000 veter- 
ans' widows on its books, plus 
278,300 minor children. 



Frenchman Climb 26,406 
Foot Peak In Himalaya* 

PARIS— Five Frenchmen have 
returned from the Himalayas with 
claims of mastering the Anapurna 
Peak, 26,496 feet high. But the cold 
almost got them. 

Maurice Herzog, the 41-year-old 
leader of the expedition, was "a 
stretcher patient on his arrival by 
plane in Paris. A frostbite victim, 
he lost all his toes and all his fin- 
gers up to the first joints. Louis 
Lachenal lost all his toes. The 
others were battered and physical- 
ly exhausted from climbing Ana- 
puma, in the Everest group. Men 
have climbed higher before, close 
to 28,000 feet on Everest and K-2, 
Mt. Godwin Austen, but had to turn 
back before achieving the crests. 
Everest ranges up 29,002 feet in 
the Nepal-Tibet frontier area, K-2 
rises 28,250 feet in India. 

The Frenchmen had hoped to get 
up Mount Dhaulagiri, a rugged 
26,810-foot peak in Nepal, 200 miles 
west of Everest, but had to aban- 
don the plan because of what they 
called "insuferable difficulties.'* 

The French government financed 
a third of the expedition's cost. 
The rest was paid by private back- 
ers and the Alpine Club of France.

Beef Grades Change 

Friday, December

When you buy beef after Decern 
ber 29, keep in mind the change in 
federal meat grades that became 
effective on that day. 

Sleeter Bull, University of Illi- 
nois meats specialist, explains the 
grade revision, adopted by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, as an 
upgrading of the old federal meat 
grades. Under this new system, the 
old Choice grade become Prime, 
Good becomes Choice, and the 
younger Commercials become Good, 
Prime beef has a thick covering 
of firm white or creamy white fat. 
The lean is pink or bright cherry 
red, firm and well marbled (fat dis- 
tributed through the lean). Only the 
best steers and heifers qualify for 
•' this grade. 

The lean of U, S. Choice meat is 
darker than that of Prime and usu- 
ally contains some, but not much, 
marbling. The fat Is white or 
creamy white and firm. ' 

Choice meat comes from steers, 
heifers and some young beef-bred 
cows which have been corn-fed. It 
gives both tastiness and economy, 
since It . has good flavor, Is rea- 
sonably tender and is not wasty. 

Recommended is the new Choice 
gTade for the homemaker who de- 
mands good quality for the money 
spent 

/ U. S. Good beef comes from grass 
fed young steers, heifers and some 
- fat cows. It Is not so rich In flavor 
nor so tender as Choice or Prime, 
but it gives a large amount of fair- 
ly good lean at an economical price. 
U. S. Commercial includes some 
beef from, . relatively -immature 
steers and heifers, but most of.it 
is from mature cows. Commercial 
cow beef has dark red lean with 
some or no marbling and a moder- 
ately thick covering of yellow fat 
Steer and heifer beef of this grade 
has little or ho fat covering and no 
marbling. Cuts of Commercial meat 
generally are suitable for frying, 
braising' or stewing.

Coffee companies use a new pho- 
to-electric cell machanlsm to keep 
a watchful electric eye on roasting 
coffee beans. The mechanism, 
called a colorimeter, Is so sensi- 
tive It detects the slightest change 
in the color of the bean — which 
would mean a change in its taste 
and aroma. 

Occasionally the colorimeter 
goes blind. It fails to function prop- 
erly and can't spot small changes 
in the coffee bean color. To check 
the machine, engineers decided to 
expose it regularly to a substance 
that always retains the same color 
despite great changes in tempera- 
ture and light conditions. 

They discovered that clny tile, 
which holds its original baked-in 
color for years despite hard wear 
and temperature variations, Is the 
ideal material for checking the 
colorimeter. If the mechanism re
